a. Board Chair
The chair reported that Dr. Donald Adams of Metro West Medical Center requested

2 CME credits for a July course on total contact casting. The Chair reported that

he approved the course in his role as subcommittee for CME.

b.  Executive Director Report:

1) Mr. Hawley reported that there have been a small number of transmissions
of licenses from the vendor, Professional Credential Services (“PCS”) to the
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Division of Professional Licensure’s record keeping system. There have
been no technical failures in the past month.

2) Attorney York continues to review and update the licensure application to
assure that it reflects the current regulations and processes.

I.  Scope of practice question regarding skin grafts. The Board received an
emailed inquiry regarding Podiatrists obtaining skin grafts from the calves
and ankles to treat wounds on the foot. Attorney York reported that the
board had previously addressed this issue and confirmed that the language
previously used was still applicable. The Board directed Attorney York to
respond to the inquiry

Il.  Medical Malpractice Tribunals. The Board received an inquiry about
providing lists of licensees who have indicated a willingness to serve on
medical malpractice tribunals per a Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court
rule. Since the rule impacts several boards at the Division of Professional
Licensure, the issue will be reviewed and responded to by DPL executive
staff. Board Counsel and staff will update the Board as appropriate.

The Board discussed additional ways to communicate the opioid CME
requirements to licensees practicing out-of-state. Staff was directed to
review the renewal notices and texts.
